Drawings 

1 . The replacement drawings were received on 2/12/10. These drawings are acceptable. 

Response to Amendment 

2. The amendments to the specification and abstract of the disclosure in the submission 
filed 2/12/10 are acknowledged and accepted. In view of these amendments, the 
objections to the specification in Sections 7, 9 of the Office Action dated 1 1/10/09 arc 
respectfully withdrawn. 

3. The amendments to Claims 1, 7-8 in the submission filed 2/12/10 are acknowledged 
and accepted. 

4. The cancellation of Claims 3-6, 9-29, 32-37 in the submission filed 2/12/10 is 
acknowledged and accepted. 

5. In view of the amendments made to the claims above, the objections to the claims in 
Section 10 of the Office Action dated 1 1/10/09 are respectfully withdrawn. 

Response to Arguments 

6. The Applicant's arguments, see in particular Pages 10-13 of the submission, filed 
2/12/10, with respect to the rejections in Sections 12-14, 16, 18 of the Office Action 
dated 1 1/10/09, have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejections in Sections 
12-14, 16, 18 of the Office Action dated 1 1/10/09 have been withdrawn. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claim 1 is allowable. The restriction requirement among Groups IA-IF, as set forth in 
the Office action mailed on 9/28/09, has been reconsidered in view of the allowability of 
claims to the elected invention pursuant to MPEP § 821.04(a). The restriction 
requirement is hereby withdrawn as to any claim that requires all the limitations of 
an allowable claim.

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

9. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claim 1 is allowable over the cited art of record for at least the reason that the cited art 
of record fails to teach or reasonably suggest a method for producing a grating image of a 
security element, as generally set forth in Claim 1, the method including, in combination 
with the features recited in Claim 1 , the step of filling a contour determined by the 
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contour line with a grating pattern, the grating pattern within the contour line being 
described by grating coordinates, wherein the grating coordinates of grating lines are 
sequentially sorted according to their spatial disposition. Claims 2, 7-8 are dependent on 
Claim 1, and hence are allowable for at least the same reasons Claim 1 is allowable.
